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Nine Die On 
Kentucky 
Roadways 
Last Week 

Preliminary statistics* 

indicate that nine people died as 
the result of injuries sustained 
in nine motor vehicle-related 
crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Monday, Oct. 7 
through Sunday, Oct. 13. 

Two single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crashes occurred in 
Lawrence County. One of the 
victims was not wearing a seat 
belt and the crash involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crash occurred in each 
of the following counties: Clay, 
Graves, Jefferson and Whitley. 
The victims in Clay, Jefferson 
and Whitley counties were not 
wearing seat belts. The crash in 
Whitley County involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single fatality, 
motorcycle crash occurred in 
McCracken County. The victim 
was not wearing a helmet. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Carroll County and one in 
Jefferson County. 

Through Oct. 13, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 504 
people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 
2013. This is 71 less than 
reported for this time period in 
2012. Of the 385 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 190 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Forty-four of 
the 67 motorcycle fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. The 
10 ATV fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. Three bicycle 
riders have been killed. Thirty- 
eight pedestrians have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 114 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use of 
alcohol. As of Oct. 13, 
Kentucky has had 64 days with 
zero highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

Ronald McDonald 
House Message

In what is typically an economically-focused monthly meeting, 
the October edition of the Columbia-Adair County Chamber of 
Commerce took on a more heartfelt and personal approach. 

The guest speaker for the month was Hal Hedley, Executive 
Director of the Ronald McDonald House Charities of Kentuckiana, 
and Mr. Hedley shared the work of the RMHC before turning the 
floor over to a special guest of his own, Beth Vanarsdale, who 
spoke on behalf of her family’s experience with the House during 
the miracle progress of her daughter, Heather. 

“On Oct. 29, it will have been a year,” Vanarsdale began. 
“Heather had a wreck 800 feet from our house. They told us she 
wouldn’t make it, and then told us that if she did she’d remain in a 
coma or in a vegetative state.” 

Heather received treatment at Cardinal Hill in Louisville, where 
45 days later, she emerged from her coma. The facility told the 
family they had two options: return to Columbia and receive light 
treatment one day per week, or begin a stay in Lexington where she

Tuesday night right before I went to bed I was half¬ 
heartedly watching Sportcenter as I barely stayed awake 
on my couch. A highlight came on from the United 
States/Panama World Cup qualifier match. The U.S. had 
already secured a spot in the Cup, but Panama had to 
win to get in, and if they didn’t, Mexico would go in 
their place. 

Anyway, the U.S., with nothing to gain - win, lose, or 
draw, found itself trailing by one goal in extra time 
(extra time is an additional two to five minutes of 
playing time after the clock expires to make up for 
injury timeouts, stoppages for fouls and free kicks, etc.). 
Panama’s bench players were already celebrating on the 
bench when the Americans tied the game with just two 
minutes remaining. The deflated Panama squad then 
gave up another goal to give the U.S. the victory. 

Despite the win, and despite Mexico losing to Costa 
Rica on the same night, it was the Mexicans who most 
wildly celebrated America’s win. 

“God bless America,” the Mexican announcerof the 
Costa Rica game shouted as his team secured a spot in 
the World Cup even in defeat. 

This shocking comeback for the U.S. brought back 
memories of another soccer team, one much less 
talented but one I will always remember fondly: The 
Adair County High School soccer team of 2004. 

You see, my senior year, we played a regional 
semifinal match against Marion County to secure a spot 
in the Region Championship and a shot at State. We 
were down 3-1 as stoppage time approached, and our 
coach sent seven of the younger guys to midfield so he 
could take his seniors out one final time. Before play 
stopped and the subs could be made though, we scored a 
goal. Our coach pulled the subs back to the bench. Just 
a minute later, and with one minute left in stoppage 
time, we scored again. 

Quick note: I don’t remember with 100-percent 
accuracy who scored the goals. Matt Jackson, our top 
defender, pushed up to score one, and either he or his 
brother Britt scored the other. Either way, we tied it 
right before the end of regulation, played two scoreless 
overtimes, and won in penalty kicks. To this day it’s the 
most fun victory I’ve ever been a part of, in any type of 
competition. 

I say all this not to brag about what we accomplished 
(we were beat 3-1 by Southwestern Pulaski the next day 
in the region finals), but to point out that current Adair 
County students can’t make their own memory like this, 
because we haven’t had a high school team here in five 
or six years. 

In rural areas, when budget cuts come, sports like 
soccer are the first to go. They get very little support 
from the community and only the players and parents 
are upset when the programs cut. There’s no big uproar; 
it just quietly dies. 

That’s a shame though. Soccer is one of the cheapest 
sports to support - that’s why it’s so popular in 
impoverished areas. A few balls, a couple goals and 
nets, uniforms - you don’t need anything else. 

Also, soccer is inclusive. You’re not at a disadvantage 
being short, like in basketball. You’re not at much of a 
disadvantage being skinny, like in football. You’re not 
even excluded by gender, as we had girls that played on 
the JV team. 

It saddens me because at this point even if Adair 
County reinstated its soccer program, it’d be starting 
from scratch. We had losing seasons every year from 
the program’s inception in 1996 through my sophomore 
year in 2002. By my junior year, we had 10 or 12 guys 
that had been playing since second and third grade, and 
we finally had a winning record. The next year we made 
our run in region. Two years later, the program ended 
and now, even if the program was reinstated, it’d take 
another 10 years to achieve any success on the field. 

Winning and losing isn’t everything though, and with 
apologies to Vince Lombardi, it’s not the only thing 
either. I learned just as much from the losing seasons 
and I did our winning seasons, and I regret that our 
current youngsters won’t have that same opportunity.

A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair County History, 
Part 3. This is not considered complete, nor certainly up to date, but is a 
beginning point for future researchers. 

Feese, Jacob, a “cancer specialist” practiced in the Green River region 
before the Civil War and thence to Iowa. He was brother of Samuel Feese 
who owned and operated Feese’s Mill for many years. 

Field, Elijah Creel, son of John Field and Martisha Stapp, the pioneers, 
born 1816 in Columbia, died about 1867; likely studied under Dr. Nathan 
Gaither and his brother, Dr. Samuel B. Field. Practiced in Columbia and the 
county from the 1840’s until his death, which occurred shortly after the 
Civil War. 

Field, George S., son of Dr. Elijah Creel Field and Elvira Bowman, born 
about 1844 in Adair County, where he was practicing in 1866. He married 
Sarah Josephine Hancock and moved to Cleburn, Texas. 

Field, Samuel Brents, son of John Field and Martisha Stapp, pioneers, 
and brother of Dr. Elijah Creel Field, born 1804 in Columbia, read 
medicine with Dr. Nathan Gaither. He practiced from the late 1830s until 
his death in Columbia in 1872. Resided many years in the house that was 
later the public library, now the site of the First National Bank Drive-In at 
the corner of Fortune and Burksville Streets. He was a long-time partner of 
Dr. Gaither. 

Field, William Gaither “Savage”, son of Dr. Elijah Creel Field, born 
1846, practiced in Columbia in the late 1870s and 1880s and later moved to 
Texas where he died. His wife was Mary Price of Columbia who died at 
her home in Cleburne, TX in 1901, survived by her husband. 

Fletcher, Dr., practicing in Adair County in 1828 and 1830. 

Flowers, Woodruff James, born 1883 in Adair County, practiced in 
Columbia beginning about 1911. During World War I, he was associated 
with the Medical Department of the U.S. Government. Married Berenice 
Rickman, retired about 1957, died 1966. [Dr. Flowers will be among those 
portrayed during the 2013 Columbia City Cemetery Tour on 28 October.] 

Floyd, Abraham J., born about 1808, still practicing in 1870 and 1880, 
resident White Oak district, Montpelier post office. 

Ford, A.C., a dentist from Edmonton, located in Columbia in 1927. 

Gabbert, F.J., son of Dr. Z.T. Gabbert, practiced at Pellyton; after 1909 
moved to Green County. 

Gabbert, Mont Robert, son of Dr. Z.T. Gabbert, of Casey Creek, born in 
Adair County circa 1892. 

Gabbert, Zachariah Taylor, born in Casey County about 1847, attended 
University of Louisville Medical school, resided at Roley, practiced there 
and at Casey Creek and along the Green River from the 1880s until his 
death. 

Gaither, Nathan, son of Nicholas Gaither, born Rowan County, NC in 
1788. He came to Kentucky in 1808 to study medicine under a cousin in 
Bardstown. He settled in Columbia in a short time and served as a medical 
officer in the War of 1812, in Gen. Barbee’s command. 

Gaither, W.N., son of Dr. Nathan Gaither, born circa 1820 in Adair 
County; married Lavenia; practiced in Mercer County for many years. 

Gatewood, A.G., resided in Columbia, practiced here in the 1820s and 
1830s, was here during the cholera epidemic of 1833. 

Gilmer, Allen De Graffenreid, son of Alfred Gilmer, born 19 April 1867 
in Columbia, attended Louisville Medical School and was graduated in 
1889. Died from pneumonia 18 March 1889, buried in Clinton, MO. 

Goodin, C. Dale, son of Elbert, currently resides at Versailles, Woodford 
County and practices there; brother of Dr. Robert Goodin. 

Goodin, Robert, native of Adair County, son of Elbert, chief of 
cardiology at Louisville General Hospital, Head of Cardiology at Humana 
Hospital-Audubon and the Humana International Heart Institute at the 
height of artificial heart experimentation. 

Gose, John Christian, born Pulaski County in 1867, came to Adair 
County when a young man, practiced at Knifley and along Green River, 
and later in Columbia, until his death in 1945. 

Grady, Clarence S., son of John H. Grady, a practicing dentist in 
Columbia at the turn of the century. 

Grady, John Henry, born near Gradyville in 1842, served in the 
Confederate Army during the Civil War, first practiced at Albany, KY 
beginning in March 1868; came to Columbia in the 1870s and practiced 
until about 1910, died in 1913. He was a nephew by marriage of Dr. 
Samuel Field. 

Grissom, Garland Jehu, born 1886, son of Dr. William R., practiced in 
Columbia from 1910 until his death in 1920. 

Grissom, William R., born in Adair County 1853, resided in Columbia, 
practiced from 1886 until his death in 1915. 

Grissom, William T., born Adair County 1852, son of Benjamin Bell and 
Martha Roberts Grissom, studied at Nashville Medical College and 
received his diploma in 1878; practiced in the Bliss and Columbia areas, 
died in 1911. He was serving as the county poorhouse physician in 1904.

would receive extensive 
treatment three times per 
week. 

“We had a decision to 
make” Mrs. Vanarsdale 
said. “Cardinal Hill helped 
us make arrangements with 
Ronald McDonald House 
so that we could stay in 
Lexington and continue 
Heather’s treatment. 

Without them, we couldn’t 
have done it.” 

The Ronald McDonald 
House, Hedley said, served 
over 2,400 families last 
year in Lexington and 
Louisville combined. The 
House provides a place for 
families to stay while their 
children are in the hospital, 
and volunteers provide 
meals to the families during 
their stay. 

“We want to be a home 
away from home,” Hedley 
said. “These families are 
going through the toughest 
time of their lives. We don’t 
want them to worry about 
those every day things, 
their focus needs to remain 
on their child.”

banks that did not have assets 
did not receive 

taxpayers’money. Did the 
hospital have enough assets to 
secure this type of loan and did 
they show the ability to repay 
this loan? If not, the bank should 
at least take part, if not all, of 
the responsibility for making a 
bad loan and not hold the 

hospital 100-percent 

responsible. 

The Chairman of the Board/ 
CEO’s responsibility is to 
answer to the Board of Directors 
-the Board of Directors should 
answer to the taxpayers. Our 
city and local governing bodies 
are responsible to the taxpayers 
of Columbia/Adair County. 

Evidently, we as citizens of 

Columbia/Adair County and 
local officials were not watching 
what the Board of Directors/ 
CEO’s were doing with 
taxpayers’money. How many 
banks does the hospital owe? Is 
this setting a precedent for this 
and other banks to do the same? 
If this tax is used to pay the 
bank - when the bank is paid, 
will this tax cease or will it 
continue? Tax and spend is not 
the answer to this situation. The 
taxpayers of Columbia/Adair 
County are under enough tax 
burden already. Many try to 
maintain necessities and daily 
living expenses. Increases 
intaxes and fees have made it 
very difficult to maintain the 
same standard of living. What 
percentage of tax increases and 
fees in the past five years have 
been placed on the residents of 
Columbia/Adair County? Where 
does it end? 

It is the responsibility of all 
Boards and Chairman of Boards/ 
CEO’s to look out for the best 
interest of the citizens of 
Columbia/Adair County. If these 
tax increases continue, it will 
make it impossible for us to 
compete with other counties to 
bring in new industry (which 
will bring in new revenue and 
taxes) because our tax rates and 
fees will be too high for us to 
compete. It seems that when we 
come into a budget shortfall, we 
think the only solution is to raise 
taxes. Tax and spend and 
increasing fees is not always the 
only solution. Sometimes 
looking into the past can predict 


the future. 

The hospital is a business - if 
a business does not have 
customers, they cannot stay in 
business - if the hospital does 
not have patients, they cannot 
stay in business.

Tobacco End-of-Season 
Disease Management 

Tobacco growers need to begin preparing now to manage 
diseases in the 2014 crop. There’s no way to tell what disease 
pressures producers will face in the coming growing season. Much 
depends on the climate when dealing with diseases like blue mold 
and target spot. However, some problems will show up again and 
again once certain pathogens become established in a transplant 
system or the field. 

It is important to think about managing diseases like Pythium 
root rot, target spot, black shank and Fusarium wilt now and not 
wait until the upcoming production season. A critical step is to 
institute good sanitary practices on the farm. Many diseases seen in 
the float system and field survive between crops on equipment and 
plant residues. 

Greenhouses and outdoor float beds should be thoroughly 
cleaned and sanitized in the fall to reduce overwintering 
populations of pathogens. Plant debris and trash should be buried or 
burned. Styrofoam trays should be carefully cleaned, sanitized as 
recommended (or destroyed), and properly stored before winter sets 
in. 

In the field, especially where black shank was a problem, all crop 
debris needs to be turned under as quickly as possible after harvest. 
The black shank pathogen (as well as Rhizoctonia and Pythium) 
survives very well on crop residues, and stalks left in the field can 
be a source of inoculum that can lead to outbreaks of disease in 
2014. 

By plowing crop residues under in the fall, soil microbes will 
have more time to break down plant matter. This in turn will help 
reduce pathogen survival over the winter, and the effect will be 
greater than waiting until next spring to incorporate crop residue. 
It’s also time to think about crop rotation. One of the best practices 
that we can recommend for preventing or suppressing diseases like 
black shank and Fusarium wilt is rotation to a non-host crop. Even 
though we are many months from planting, growers need to start 
the planning process and make decisions on field choice and 
potential rotation crops.

Overmatched Indians Fall 41 -0 To South Warren 


Adair County traveled to Bowling Green last Friday night 
for a Class 3A battle with the 6-1 powerhouse South Warren 
Spartans. The vaunted South Warren defense stifled the Adair 
offense, and the home squad’s read option rushing and shotgun 
passing attack proved too balanced for the Indians, as the Tribe 
fell 41-0. 

“I was proud of our effort against a very good football 
team,” Assistant Coach Robert Meachum said. “We showed 
some fight and kept attacking, it was good to see the guys 
return to getting after the ball.” 

The Spartans would receive the ball first and assert their 
dominance from the start. 

Two read option runs, 
followed by a slant to the 
left that slipped behind the 
Adair secondary brought the 
opposition down to the nine 
yard line. A penalty, stuffed 
run attempt and incomplete 
pass left the Spartans in 
third and long, but 
quarterback Jay Eblen 
found his target in the corner of the endzone for a touchdown 
on the game’s opening drive. The kick was good, and South 
Warren led 7-0 just moments into the contest. 

Adair’s offense was completely shut down on their first 
possession, as the South Warren pressure resulted in two 
incompletions and negated a run attempt, forcing a quick three- 
and-out. The Indian defense would hold, however, and forced a 
41-yard field goal attempt that found its way through the 
uprights for a 10-0 South Warren lead. 

Two more Adair incompletions and a rush attempt that 
gained zero yards sent Brandon Burton back onto the field for 
another punt. Burton’s punt took a favorable Adair bounce and 
settled around the 50 yard line. South Warren stayed in attack 
mode, throwing toward the sideline on first down as Eblen 
connected on the go route for a gain of 41. Two read options 
later, Eblen’s keeper crossed the goalline for another score and 
the extra point put the Spartans ahead by 17. 

Burton would punt from inside his own 20 again on the next 
drive, and after blasting the kick out past midfield, the Indians 
forced a fumble on a first down run, falling on the ball and 
taking over with their best field position of the contest so far. 

The field position would be for naught, however, as two 
incompletions in the flat and a Jake Hixson keeper resulted in a 
loss of two yards and Burton was out to punt again. This time, 
the ball did not fall safely to the grass, instead finding its way 
into the hands of Austin McElwain, who broke one tackle, 
juked another line of Indian tacklers, found a seam and raced 
to the endzone for a touchdown making it 24-0 South Warren. 

The already injury-plagued Indian squad suffered another 
loss on the next drive, as QB Jake Hixson limped off the field 
after a carry. Shea Martin entered the game at QB for the 
Indians but the incredible Spartan pressure forced him to 


scramble for survival and throw the ball away. 

The overly-aggressive South Warren attack roughed Burton 
on the ensuing punt, and the Adair drive continued. Following 
the penalty, Adair fed the ball twice to freshman tailback 
Lonnie Grant, but Grant was swallowed up behind the line of 
scrimmage both times by UK-commit Adrian Middleton. 
Burton punted again down to the 38 yard line, and Austin 
Horton made an impressive open field tackle after a gain of 
one yard to prevent another punt-return disaster for the Tribe. 

The Adair defense would hold on the following drive, as the 

Indians stuffed a rush 
attempt up the middle and 
lineman Carlos Mendoza 
plowed his way into the 
backfield for a tackle for 
loss on third down, forcing 
another South Warren field 
goal. Kicker Andrew 
Upton’s attempt went wide, 
and the score remained 24- 
0 . 

After Martin’s injury on 
the previous drive, Brandon Burton was in at QB for the 
Indians. Even with the third QB of the game under center, the 
South Warren rush was unwavering, forcing another three-and- 
out and following it up with another read option touchdown 
run two plays into the next possession. The Spartans would 
tack on a field goal with time expiring on their next drive to 
head into the locker room with a 34-0 lead. 

The Indian woes continued after the intermission, as Adair 
County fumbled the opening kickoff return of the second half. 
Mendoza blew up another rush attempt on first down, but 
Eblen found a wide-open receiver in the front corner of the 
endzone on second down for a quick score, the final one for 
either team in the contest. 

The 41-0 lead just two plays into the half prompted South 
Warren Head Coach Mark Nelson to make wholesale 
substitutions, but the Spartan defense, which had allowed only 
11 points all season, continued to suffocate the Adair offense. 
The teams traded field position and provided playing time for 
less experienced players as the final horn sounded with the 
margin staying the same. 

Adair garnered just 11 yards through the air in addition to 11 
more on the ground, while South Warren accumulated 194 
passing yards and 169 rushing yards in the victory. 

“The past few weeks we had seen the guys regress in the 
fundamentals, but we got back on track a bit tonight,” 
Meachum added. “We kept our linebackers clean and they 
were able to run downhill and tackle, and we had a lot of 
underclassmen make the most of playing against a very sound 
football team.” 

“Right now, these guys are just focused on winning out, 
securing a playoff spot, and finishing with a winning record.”

If you’ve read this column before 
(and if not, shame on you), you know 
I’ve taken my shots at Major League 
Baseball. I’m not really even a casual 
fan of the product. That shouldn’t be 
mistaken as believing I don’t like the 
game itself—I do. In fact, I think Little 
League baseball is one of the best 
sporting experiences in the world, and I 
even used this space to praise the Little 
League World Series back in August. I think high school baseball is 
nearly as good. It’s competitive, it’s entertaining, and it’s played 
during some of the most beautiful months of the year. 

Major League Baseball, however, is unwatchable during the 
regular season. I do have friends and family members that watch 
every Reds game and follow the team religiously, and I honestly 
question their sanity. Game times are upwards of four hours, and a 
162-game schedule puts a team on the field every night of the week 
that isn’t spent traveling. By mid-summer, a huge chunk of teams 
are out of playoff contention, and the others continue to play the 
same handful of divisional opponents over and over until it starts to 
snow and the playoffs finally begin. 

But wow, the playoffs are good. This MLB postseason has been 
packed with competitive games and series, dramatic finishes and 
big-time performances from some of the biggest names in the sport. 

Earlier this week, Red Sox slugger David Ortiz hit a game-tying 
grand slam in the eighth inning against the Detroit Tigers. Tigers 
centerfielder Tori Hunter actually flipped over the outfield wall into 
the Boston bullpen attempting to catch the ball, and a Boston police 
officer who was working security in the bullpen celebrated with 
both arms raised in joy before coming to the aid of Hunter. 

That’s a moment. That’s the type of thing we love to see. That’s 
the type of thing that makes you wonder what on earth the other 
648 hours (or 27 days, the approximate time it took to play the 162 
regular season games) were spent doing. 

I understand from a league perspective why the schedule is so 
long. More games means more attendance and merchandise and 
concession money as well as more television and sponsorship 
dollars. The financial bottom line supports a long season, so I have 
no delusions that it will ever be shortened. There’s also the 
historical aspect. Baseball fans, unlike those in any other sport, love 
their numbers and statistics, and changing the length of the season 
would significantly impact the record books from that point on, just 
as the move from 154 to 162 games did in 1961 and 1962. 

So the schedule will stay at 162. Teams will keep playing each 
other 20 times a year because the integrity of the game (or at least 
the owners’ pocketbooks) depends on it. Surely, however, 
something can be done about the length of the game. I can watch a 
Little League game in an hour. A long high school game may last 
two. Yet somehow it takes the professionals an extra two hours to 
play an extra couple of innings. Apparently they’re professional 
baseball players the way doctors are healthcare professionals or 
members of Congress are professional decision makers and 
legislators. 

Actually, the reason is a simple one. Everyone reading this 
column can count on one hand the amount of times you’ve seen a 
Little League or high school player step out of the batter’s box, 
adjust his gloves, tap his cleats, roll his shoulders, re-embroider his 
jersey, say The Lord’s Prayer, switch helmets, paint a watercolor 
memento of the sunset in left field and step back in to take ball 
two —all once the pitcher is done checking the runner at first,

Jerry’s 
Boys are ranked 30th in the league in passing yards allowed, and 
with the Eagles’ terrible defense, the game figures to be another 
NFC East shootout. You want as many players going in that one as 
you can get, starting with Foies. 

Giovani Bernard, RB, Cincinnati Bengals: The rookie out of 
North Carolina was a popular choice as a mid-round sleeper among 
fantasy owners all summer, and his talent and production have 
made it clear why. The issue thus far has been the way Cincy has 
used him, or rather, hasn’t used him. When he touches the ball, 
good things happen.
